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WVIZ Television, Cleveland's Public Broadcasting System affiliate, 
and the Cleveland Museum of Art have joined together to present a series 
of eight half-hour programs entitled "Galleries." 

Premiering Tuesday, October 22, the series will continue the last 
Tuesday of each month through May of 1975. Each segment will be aired on 
WVIZ (Ch. 25) at 9:30 p.m. 

Informal in mood, the show will look at many of the great collections 
of the Museum, as well as special loan exhibitions, from several points of 
view. 

For example, the program scheduled for viewing in April of 1975 
will focus on the Museum's acquisitions during 1974. It will include an 
interview with Museum Director Sherman E. Lee, and among the questions 
planned for discussion with him are why the Museum choses one work of art 
instead of another, the role of the art dealer in the art market, and how 
money fits into the acquisitions equation. 

The first "Galleries" program will concentrate on the starkly 
beautiful bronze sculptures and figures by the 20th century master Alberto 
Giacometti, A major loan exhibition of Giacometti's work currently is 
on view at the Museum. 

Host for the Giacometti show, as for all others in the series, is 
Jay Gates, Assistant Curator in the department of Art History and Education 
at the Museum. Throughout the series he will call on the expertise of other 
members of the Museum staff to enlarge on particular areas to be featured.

Nothing could be further from the truth, as gallery attendance alone illustrates 
in Cleveland and at other museums across the country. 

"Through, this new series, we hope to consign that myth even more 
firmly to past history," Dr. Lee continues. "The television camera, with 
its remarkable flexibility, can draw our attention to details, or enlarge 
our vision of particular works, capturing and preserving for the viewer aspects 
of a painting or sculpture that might otherwise go unnoticed."
